GOVERNMENT BY LAW VS. GOVIBinOniT BY mH 

Fundaraentally, there are two rcTiooIs of politirnl thought in tlio 
United States— one compowd of people wlio believe in goveriimi nt 
1)y law and the other of people who believe in government by ni. n. 
In th class of people who believes in govornmpnt bv nu>ii we find tlw 
advocates of autocracy, and the I. W. W. The advocates of auto- 
cracy inolnde not only those persona in governmental poiitiona who 
assume to place th. ir own judgment and whims above tlio law, but 
also those few leiidiMs of industry on the one hand and those few 
leaders of organized labor on the other who set out to achieve their 
selflah enda because they have the power and in disregard of the 
rights and welfare of the rest of the ]>eoi)l(. of tlie country. 

The anarchist, otherwise known as tiie I. W. W., or Bolslievik, 
is an advocate of 'direct action'— that ia, the enforcement of his own 
individual opinion and desire roRardless of the will of the majority. 
The advocate of 'direct action' is not always identified with the I. 
W. W. organization, for he sometimes gets into official position and 
proceeds with his 'direct action' principles in the onfnivcincnt of bis 
individual will regardless of the will of the people as expiessetl in 
form of law. No man who has been observing has failed to recognize 
acts performed by government oflBeials in the last few monlbs Iii-ar- 
ing nil the elinraeteristics of 'direct action.' It is true that they will 
not drive spikes in saw-logs or put emery-dust in the lubricating oil 
of mills, but they none the b'ss effectively set their own j.crsonBl 
jjndgments above the spirit if rot the letter of the law, to the injury 
of property rights just as valuable and just as sacred as the property 
right in a saw-mill or an iron-working plant 

It makes little differenec w hwt badge a man may wear upon his 
coat or what little he may acquire or assume; if he is a believer in 
'direct action', he is in all esRential respects an anarchist and an 
I. W. W. 

Fortunately for the future of the American Republic!, the Bolshe- 
vists are relatively few. The great mass of the American people are 
law-abiding. They recognize tiiat our governmental .system is not 
perfect and that many ills remain to be removed ; but tlicy believe in 
going about the curtog of ills in an orderly, lawful, sane, and in- 
telligent manner. They deplore 'di«"eet action' as certain to lead to 
greater injustices tlian a policy of bearing with ills we have until 
a remedy can be found and administered. 

"Direct action" in the seoiznre and partial destrnction or inquiry 
/ .(roperty, or interests therein, has been excused upon the ])lea tliat 
it was necessary as a war measure, but the more the people of tin 
country gtndy the facts the more they are coming to realize that t h. 
explanation is an excuse rathi*r tlian a reason. Iliiviii<r made known 
their condemnation of "direct action" when exercised by tlie niorf 
ignorant, and, therefore, less responsible portion of our people, the 
sober, thoughtful, and truly patriotic citizens should now express in 
every way in their uower, and at every opportunity, tiieir eondemna. 
tion of "direct action" when exercised by men in high places. The 
I. W. "W. are few— the advocates of government by law are many. And 
the maoy are on the side of right and justice.

Government con- 
tracts were cancelled without notice, but the contracts of manu- 
facturers for raw material such as ore, eoke, etc., were iiermitlcd to 
remain at prices fixed by the government. After having turneil 
their plants to government uses they are now permitted to hold the 
bag.

They can go along fine when somebody else pays thi 
bills. They advanee railway wages but did not met the payroll by 
any improved <>i ecoiuimieal method of conducting the tuisiiiess lint 
by increasing the rates and putting the cost oS on the people. A 
big deficit faces them even after doing this juggling and many and 
many railroad boys are idle. The facts are the demoerntie party 
has always proven a failure in national affairs and history is now 
only repeating itself.

1918. This was due partly to In- 
creased number^ ot all stock except 
horses, which decreased slightly Vlur- 
Ing the year, and partly to greater 
value |)er head of all kinds of live- 
stock in Kentucky compared to prices 
.January 1, 11il8. The percentage of 
increase In value was greatest on milk 
cows and sheep. 

Horses are very little more valuable 
than In January 1918, the averacc 
price being |104 this year compared 
to $101 last year. The average price 
of milk cows is $72 a liead compared 
to $61 In January 1918; other cattle 
$42.60 compared to |89; hogs $16 a 
head compared to $14.60 last year; 
sheep 113.10 a head compared to 
$11.20 last year; and mules |127 com- 
pared to tl22.

The allied rifle strength on June 1 
was 1.41)6,000. Shortly afterwards the 
allies reached _ a total of 1.547.000. 
composed of 778,000 French, 515,0(10 
British, and 254,nno Americans. 
America's contribution had risen from 
86,000 in April. On July 1 Germany's 
power had begn to wane and for the 
Brst time it was definitely inferior in 
rifle strength with 1,412.000, com- 
pared to 1,556,000 for the allies. 

Vp to September 1 the allied 
strength continued to gain despite the 
desperate counter attack which was 
beinK driven forward all along the 
line liim id-Oclolier the American 
stretiKth had ri.ien to an estimated 
force of 350.000, On September 1 the 
allied line was at its greatest strength 
with 17,683,000, againat Germany's 1.- 
339,000, 

While the allies had shrunk In rifles 
to l,lX.'),(iiiO oM November 1, Germany's 
last hope was gone, as she faced that 
army with only 866,000 bayonets. 

The sadden decline of the German 
forces, beginning In June and again 
apparent in the swift drop during Oc- 
tober, was accounted for by the fact 
that she had drawn into the lines dur- 
ing the spring every available reserve, 
expecting to amaeh her way to victory 
before winter came. These reserves 
were used up In the German attack 
and the allied assaults which followed 
while the American force continued to 
increase. 

In a rough way the American rifle 
strength has represented about M per 

cent, of the total American force In 
France continuously. This accounts 
for the fact that with a total of more 
than 2,000,000 men in FVance on No- 
vember 11, the rifle strength in Octo- 
ber waa oatimated at around 360,000 
men. 

The total strength of the Tnlted 
States army on November 11, when 
the arml:*tice wn-* sicned and when 
the American war effort was at its 
peak, waa 3,703,273 offleara and men. 
Including the marine oorpe on duty 
with the annr la Bnrape. 

On that date the Amerieaa army in 
Europe was composed of of- 
ficers and 1.86,.';474 men. while WW 
ofHrers and 21,072 men were at sea 
en route to Europe. The marine con- 
tingent in the eipeditiooaary force on 
that 4Bte «M l,Mt oOeera md SUM 
men, making the total Boffopau army 
strength either In Prance or en route 
there 2.004, ;'35 oftlcers and men.
